Investigator Dgclares Human He-
ings Get Disense From Them.

ALBANY, Jun., 13, —Tmportant findings
made during an investigation of the prevu-
lence of gultre and cancer among fish are
Incorporated fu a report filed with oy
Glynn to-day by Dr. H. R. Gaylord, dl
rector of the State Institute for the Study
of Malignant Discages at Buffalo,

Experiments made by Dr. CGaylord de-
veloped the fact that these disenses are
easily transmiitted to doge and rats.

“There s no doubt that susceptible
human beings drinking water coming from
fish hatcheries and other hodies where
these fish thrive will acquire goitre,” says
the report,
